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THE R.1.B.A. AND THE FUTURE 


A’ no previous period in its history has the R.I.B.A. 
functioned under greater difficulties than during the 
resent war. Some of these difficulties are similar to 
disabilities suffered during the last war, chief of them 
being the scattering of the younger elements in the Forces 
and a consequent loss of touch. But this war has thrown 
other and even greater obstacles in the path of smooth and 
democratic working. For many months London was in the 
front line of the battle. Architects, like other citizens, 
did not know from day to day whether their places of 
business and meeting would still be there as they had left 
them a short time before. A train journey, even from the 
Home Counties, was an adventure promising no certainty 
of arrival or venue. Men who, between 1914 and 1918, 
would have been deemed too old to take an active share 
in the battle, would end their day’s business with a glance 
at the clock, bearing in mind the Home Guard or Civil 
Defence job which awaited them near their homes. 

The marvel is not that the R.I.B.A. has departed far from 
normal precedent in its ways of working, but that it has 
maintained so much of its control upon the profession 
and so many contacts with those other official and business 
interests upon which the work of architects depends, and 
must continue to depend, in an ever-increasing degree in 
times’ ahead. 

Leadership has never been more needed, nor more 
difficult to practise, and the profession at large owes a very 
deep debt of gratitude to the man who so cheerfully took 
over the reins at the most difficult phase of the war, 
and held them with such effect through three and a. quarter 
anxious years. Mr. Ansell, whose retirement from the 
presidency’ is just announced, will be able to look back on 
no picturesque ceremonies or brilliantly successful projects 
to mark his arduous term of office, but he will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that he did not shirk a job that had 
already strained his predecessor to breaking point. 

As we announce elsewhere, Mr. Percy Thomas has been 
elected to succeed him and has thus undertaken a second 
term of office. The whole profession, we are sure, will wish 
Mr. Thomas the utmost success in the anxious and difficult 
times which lie ahead. 

We are not among those who feel that the democratic 
basis upon which the Institute has rested has been shaken 
by war-time methods of procedure. On the contrary, we 
feel that attempts to observe the outer forms of a democratic 
institution too literally in present circumstances might have 
had results the reverse of democratic. That section of the 
Institute remaining in practice and accessible and willing 
to meet is such a small fraction of the profession that it 
might well bring about results far removed from the true 
will of the modern architect. These are facts which throw a 
great responsibility upon those who have undertaken, for 
the period of emergency, to act for the whole profession, 

} bearing in mind its most important section—those who 
have gone out to do a strange and hazardous job for us, and 
who will return with the reasonable demand that they shall 
be a part of the great forward force which is determined to 
rebuild a better world. 

At the same time, it would be foolish to imagine that the 
possibility of mistakes being made is non-existent, or that 
dangers do not abound. We have passed through and, 
indeed, are still passing through a period during which 
all the finer things for which architecture stands are being 
pushed into the background. Speed and short-term 
economy in materials are not in themselves conducive to 


bringing out the best qualities of the good architect, 
and it is inevitable that under such conditions the pro- 
fession should have to accept standards which would be 
quite inappropriate in normal times. The great danger 
that faces the profession is that the urgency of post-war 
problems may lead to further abandonment of the finer 
qualities which the architect knows so well, and that in 
the process he may continue to be a subordinate shadow 
behind energetic but unsuitable leadership. By leader- 
ship we do not refer to the R.I.B.A., but to whatever 
executant force it is that gets building done. 

This is a danger which is obviously well in the mind of 
the R.I.B.A. executive, and was clearly recognised in the 
body of the hall at the Informal Meeting at the R.I.B.A. 
on June 29, which we reported last week. The fact that 
such a feeling should prevail throughout a cross-section of 
such a meeting in itself shows that, whereas the danger is 
a very real one, we shall not be caught unawares, even were 
victory to come upon us at an unexpectedly early date. 
Indeed, whether the war ends this year pn os Pewee 
more years, it will probably come with as dramatic sudden- 
ness as it did in 1918, and nerves when loosened after being 
held taut for years on end can play some funny tricks if 
we have not already braced ourselves against the un- 
expected. 

Another possibility at which the practising architect 
tends to shudder is that which envisages the whole or the 
bulk of the post-war programme of building being put 
into the hands of departmental architects, with private 
practice left to gather up the few crumbs which may find 
their way through the fine mesh of controls. If this were 
merely a political affair, we should be inclined to say that 
it does not matter whether the architect is paid in fees or 
by salary so long as he is an architect and is really in 
control of his jobs. But the matter goes much deeper 
than this, for architecture is, after all, an art, and the 
artist must be a free man if he is to give of his best. Here 
again, forewarned should mean forearmed, and we should 
remember that the country will be very short of architects 
to conduct the work in prospect, so that the chances of the 
private practitioner may not be so bleak as some would 
have us imagine. - 

So far as unification is concerned, the R.I.B.A. is right 
in maintaining a high degree of caution on such a thorny 
subject. To carry through any drastic change which might 
threaten the status of its members at a time when so many 
of these are far afield, would obviously be an improper 
action on the part of the few remaining. When the absent 
ones return and the Institute can revert to its normal 
constitutional ways will be the time to study the question 
afresh with open minds and the broadest tolerance. And 
it is quite clear that those who now hold the reins will be 
the happiest when, once more, their counsels can be re- 
inforeed with the free vote of a free profession. 


In conclusion, may we say that this meeting has served 
a useful purpose. It has given an opportunity for articulate 
criticism during a period when circumstances have some- 
what gagged the rank and file, and has shown there to be 
rather less dissatisfaction than might have been expected 
under trying circumstances. Thereby it has served as a 
reassurance to those who are still unable to make the 
London journey with frequency, and who may have 
wondered just how we stand after what has amounted to a 
professional quinquennial pact.

The Presidency of the R.1.B.A. 

On June 30, Mr. W. H. Ansell re- 
signed from his office as President of 
the R.I.B.A. after three and a quarter 
years of service. This is the longest 
period of office that any President has 
had since Earl de Grey, the first and 
last lay President of the R.I.B.A., re- 
signed in the year 1859. The normal 
period for Presidents of the R.I.B.A. is 
now two years, but in 1941, and again 
in 1942, the Council so strongly urged 
Mr. Ansell to continue in the chair 
that he reluctantly consented to do so, 
and even now it is against their unani- 
mous wish that he has felt bound to 
adhere to his decision. Mr. Percy E. 
Thomas, O.B.E., has been elected in 
his place. 

In spite of two serious illnesses, Mr. 
Ansell has carried on his work with a 
whole-hearted devotion and efficiency 
that have been of inestimable service 
to the R.I.B.A. and to the whole archi- 
tectural profession during a period of 
unprecedented difficulty. He has served 
on a variety of important Government 
Councils and Committees, and he has 
represented the architectural profes- 
sion in a manner which has drawn 
unstinted praise from all who have 
come in contact with him. A speaker 
and lecturer of unusual lucidity and 
eloquence, he is the master of an 
incisive and persuasive pen, and his 
published letters and pronouncements, 
his prefaces and addresses have all 
been the expression of a vigorous and 
fearless personality. He will be remem- 
bered with admiration and affection 
as the war-time President who steered 
the R.1.B.A. through a period of storm 
and stress. 


The Building Congress. 

Tue Building Congress to be held 
in London on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, July 21 and 22, will now take 
place at the Central Hall instead of 
Caxton Hall. This move is due to 
Caxton Hall having been requisitioned 
by the Government, but the change is 
fortunate owing to the numbers apply- 
ing to attend being far larger than 
originally anticipated. Already several 
hundred architects, employers, opera- 
tives, producers and distributors of 
building materials have reserved 
places. At least ten Government De- 
partments, as well as the High Com- 
missioners for the Dominions, will be 
officially represented. Many local 
authorities, including the Metropoli- 
tan Borough Councils, are sending 
officials and councillors as observers. 

It is anticipated that there will be 
contingents of officers and men of the 
British, Canadian and American 
Armies, all particularly interested in 
building problems. They are looking 
forward to hearing five Ministers of 
the Crown, two Parliamentary Secre- 
taries, as well as the leaders of the 
building industries, speaking on post- 
war problems. Those who have not 
already applied are asked to write to 
the Congress office, 1, Old Burlington- 
street, London, W.1, as soon as pos- 
sible in order to reserve their seats. 
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Greater London Exhibition Extended. 

Ow1ne to the continued success of 
the Greater, London Exhibition 
(Towards a Master Plan) now showing 
at the National Gallery, and to fulfil 
the increased demands of public and 
private bodies to be conducted over it, 
arrangements have been made to 
extend the Exhibition until the end of 
July. 


Planning in Scotland. 

A REGIONAL planning advisory com- 
mittee for Central and South-East 
Scotland, correlating the work of 14 
local planning authorities on the same 
lines as the recently established Clyde 
Valley Committee, is envisaged by Mr. 
Thomas Johnston, M.P., Secretary of 
State for Scotland. Mr. Johnston has 
invited local planning authorities in 
Fife, Perth and Kinross, Clackmannan, 
the Lothians, Peeblesshire, and part 
of Stirlingshire, to discuss the project 
with him in St. Andrew’s House, Edin- 
burgh, to-day, July 9. If the Secretary 
of State’s proposals are accepted for 
Central and South-East, Scotland, as 
they have been in the Clyde Valley, it 
will mean the adoption of regional 
planning for an area containing three- 
quarters of the population of Scotland 
and fully three-quarters. of the 


country’s industries. 





MR, PERCY E. THOMAS, O.B.E., 


Who was elected on Tuesday President of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects. 
The election is referred to on page 24. 
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Building in New Zealand. 

In New Zealand, a Cabinet Minister, 
Mr. Semple, has been put in charge 
of Public Works, Housing and Re. 
habilitation. He has created a new 
organisation to undertake great cop- 
struction schemes for post-war years, 
Recently he announced that advantage 
would be taken of “‘ current inventions 
in the nature of pressed steel and plas. 
tics,” and “ prefabrication would be 
used wnen possible.” He added that 
while housing was the biggest single 
problem other public and private 
buildings would figure in the scheme, 

We hear that this programme is re. 
ceiving a good deal of criticism on the 
grounds that it will mean that the 
building industry in New Zealand will 


‘become a State monopoly. It is said 


that the workers would find themselves 
still tied to the special wages and con- 
ditions originally accepted for a differ. 
ent purpose. They would become part 
of the State monopoly bound to it as 
firmly as plant and materials. The 
small builder and the independent 
architect would find themselves among 
the “ forgotten men ”; while people or 
companies wanting to build, or make 
repairs, would be unable to obtain 
either labour or material.

Exchange of Architectural Publications 
with Russia. 
To tHe Eprtror or The Builder. 

Sriz,—The R.I.B.A. recently received 
a cable of greetings from Professor 
Arkin, one of its honorary correspond- 
ing members in Moscow, in which he 
suggested a “regular exchange of 
opinions and knowledge gained by 
experience” between British and 
Soviet architects. The R.I.B.A. has 
already sent full sets of the Recon- 
struction Committee’s Reports and 
other Institute publications, but we 
are eager that British architects indi- 
vidually and the authors and pub- 
lishers of architectural books and 
architectural research and study insti- 
tutions should do all they can to help 
us to fulfil our part of this exchange. 
We have ample evidence from Profes- 
sor Arkin’s cable, from news of the 
reception of the recent British Archi- 
tecture Exhibition in Moscow, and 
from other sources, of the present 
Russian interest in British architec- 
tural achievement. Particularly it 
seems they are eager to learn about 
British housing, past and present, 
and of our plans for post-war housing 
and town and country planning. 

The R.I.B.A. hopes that in the future 
we may be able to receive a regular supply 
of Soviet architectural publications so that 
we may not be lacking in information on 
their building and planning activity. 

By means of such an exchange—which, 
as many members know, we have effec- 
tively established, to our great benefit, 
with our American colleagues—not only 
may we help to cement formal relations 
between the British and Soviet professions 
as represented by the R.I.B.A., the Soviet 
Academy of Architecture and the Union 
of Soviet Architects, but we may be able 
to achieve a fruitful and intimate contact 
between architects in our two countries 
which will contribute directly to the better 
fulfilment of our tasks now and in the 
future. 

Material for transmission should be sent 
in the first place to the R.I.B.A., who will 
arrange for it to be forwarded to Moscow 
with the co-operation of the Soviet 
Embassy Department of Cultural Rela- 
tions.

Sir,—The truth underlying the 
present controversy is the fact that 
the new federation was formed with 
the object not so much of representing 
any particular class, brand or size of 
builder as of exploiting the serious 
position in which the building industry 
finds itself owing to the war. Had 
this not been so, the people who 
initiated the new federation would 
have made representations to the 
existing body with a view to its ex- 
tending, or amending if necessary, its 
organisation to meet their avowed 
needs. 

Whatever may be said about the 
L.M.B.A., it should be pointed out that 
had it not been in existence, the present 
position of the building industry in Lon- 
don would have been chaotic indeed, and 
those builders who are now concerned with 
its alleged defects owe a debt of gratitude 
to those who paid for, fought for and 
won the settled conditions which they 
have so freely enjoyed. It ill behoves the 
partaker of the meal provided by others 
to complain of its unsatisfying qualities. 

A lot of criticism has been levelled at 
the L.M.B.A. because it was unable to 
persuade 8,000 so-called builders to be- 
come its members. But as the doors of 
the Association have always been open to 
those who were willing to abide by its 
rules, the criticism might be more fairly 
directed against those people who re- 
mained outside. The L.M.B.A. represents 
its members, and cannot possibly hope to 
represent those who are unwilling or un- 
able to join it and make their needs 
known. 

The building industry, like every other 
form. of collective organisation, gets the 
government and the results that it de- 
serves, and until this knowledge is deeply 
planted in the hearts and minds of indi- 
vidual builders, so long will the L.M.B.A. 
and other bodies like it be unable to 
obtain for its members all those things 
they desire. 

The statement that the L.M.B.A. has 
not, until recently, made any attempt to 
induce the smaller builder to join is no 
more true than the statement that the 
L.M.B.A. does not offer every advantage 
to that section of the industry. In fact, 
a very considerable part of the time of 
the Association during the past four years 
has been taken up with studying the 
problems of the medium and smaller 
builders, and its administrative commit- 
tee, which sits weekly, is continually con- 
cerned with those problems. 

The suggestion that the medium and 
smaller bnilders are kept down under the 
control of the larger firms is an insult to 
all those members of the Association who 
come within that category and who act 
as officers and sit on the committees of 
the Association and devote their time and 
energies, often at considerable personal 
sacrifice, to the service of their fellows. 
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Indeed, so far as I am aware, and I think 
that I can claim to know, neither the 
officers nor the Council of the L.M.B.A. 
would dream of acting under the control 
of either the large, medium or small firms 
or of any other section of the membership. 

If the people who write in this strain 
would themselves devote a little of their 
time to the service of their fellows they 
would soon realise that their own particu- 
lar problems and difficulties are not the 
only ones which beset the industry, and 
they might then better understand the 
reasons for some of the actions taken and 
the difficulty of trying to satisfy every- 
body. 

It is surprising to me that anybody who 
has been in the L.M.B.A. for 20 years 
could have the effrontery to state that 
the circulars issued by the Association 
have no interest for the small business 
man in the trade. If circulars covering 
every possible circumstance relating to the 
business of a builder have no interest for 
him, what. does he want? It is not, I 
hope, seriously suggested that an Associa- 
tion such as the L.M.B.A. should send 
out circulars about the plaster patch in 
Mrs. Brown’s back room. 

The position in regard to negotiations 
with the Government and other public 
authorities can be very simply explained. 
It is not within the power, and I hope 
never will be, of any section of the com- 
munity to instruct these bodies on what 
they shall do. Rather, it is to suggest 
what they might do. And whilst many 
of us feel that more attention might be 
paid to our representations, we must as 
loyal citizens abide by the decisions of 
those who have the power to decide. Par- 
ticularly is this so in war time, and if 
we are inclined to think that our lot has 
not fallen in pleasant places, it might 
not do us any harm to ponder the fact 
that our sons and brothers in the Forces 
have very often to put up with more 
serious hardships than those which beset 
the building industry, even that part of 
it labelled as ‘‘ medium and small.” 

Hitler walked across Europe because the 
large, medium and small nations would 
not unite in their own defence. Let 
builders learn the lesson.

Mr. Venning hopes to gain by 
making these assertions is difficult to see. 
How they square with the statement of his 
President that he ‘‘ welcomed the fact that 
both in the - London Master Builders’ 
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Association and in my own Federation 
there are those who seek a common basis 
of co-operation, and I agree with Mr. 
Harland and with Mr. Bryant as to the 
importance of unity within the industry,” 
I leave to Mr. Heal to decide. 

Let me just add that the membership of 
the London Master Builders’ Association 
is something over 1,100, and that there is 
nothing ‘‘ secluded ”’ about it. It is open 
to all recognised builders in the London 
area, and new members are welcomed, 
whatever the size of their businesses, pro- 
vided that they conform to our rules. 
Finally, I cordially endorse what Alderman 
Ship, one of our valued smaller builder 
members, has already said, that ‘‘ every 
member has the same facilities and advan- 
tages,’’ whatever the size of his business.

Srr,—With reference to Mr. Ven- 
ning’s letter in your last issue, we 
wish to state that we have been mem- 
bers of the L.M.B.A. for many years 
as a firm of medium size, or, as the 
late Mr. Fred Thorne humorously pre- 
ferred to call us, “the truck and 
ladder men ”’! 

We should like to affirm that on many 
occasions during that time we have sought 
help on a variety of matters peculiar to 
the smaller class of building firms. Our 
queries have invariably received the most 
prompt and painstaking attention, fol- 
lowed by sound practical advice. In one 
case of particular difficulty and delicacy 
the efforts of the Association saved us an 
appreciable sum of money. We pay 
tribute to the large-hearted, capable men 
of affairs at the top who give so much of 
their time to our comparatively insignifi- 
cant troubles. 

Touching upon the general tenor of Mr. 
Venning’s remarks, we ourselves see no 
signs of the ‘‘ chaos’ to which he refers. 
Our business runs smoothly enough, 
though, of course, more slowly than in 
1939. Against the background of global 
war, uncertainty and even confusion is 
bound to arise in every trade. 

But, perhaps, in using the word 
“‘chaos ’? Mr. Venning is subconsciously 
mindful of the 8,000 London builders 
struggling for a living, when less than half 
their number would represent saturation 
point. This, indeed, spells Chaos and 
Doom marching gleefully together to a 
self-appointed end! Let Mr. Venning 
ponder well this thought with its manifold 
implications, and his views will undergo a 
timely sea-change. 

That, however, is but one side of the 
picture—the employers’ side. Of no less 
importance is the labour interest. Mr. 
Venning’s Federation has no locus standi 
with the trades unions concerned, and for 
historical reasons never can and never will 
have such relations. 

We ask, in all seriousness, what is the 
use nowadays of a Federation which does 
not truly represent the employers’ and 
has no responsible contact with the em- 
ployees’ representatives?

Agricultural Cottages.

We know 
how to ‘‘ keep an eye on the ball,’’ but 
would like more ‘‘rules of cricket” 
shown in the treatment of small builders,

R.1.B.A. NEW PRESIDENT 


MR. PERCY THOMAS ELECTED. 

At their meeting on July 6, it be- 
came necessary for the Council of the 
R.I.B.A. to elect a new President in 
succession to Mr. W. H. Ansell, who 
has resigned the office. The choice fell 
upon Mr. Percy E. Thomas, O.B.E., 
of Cardiff, who-had already served as 
President in the years 1935-37. 


Mr, Thomas, who is 59 years of age, 
has been responsible for the design of im- 
portant public buildings in many parts of 
the country. He was the second pyovincial 
architect to fill the Presidential Chair of 
the R.I.B.A. During the present war his 
energies have been entirely devoted to the 
public service, and he has occupied impor- 
tant positions under the Ministry of 
Supply. 

He was awarded the Royal Gold Medal 
for Architecture in 1939. In the last war 
he served in the Artists’ Rifles and the 
Royal Engineers, and ended as Staff 
Officer to the C.E. XIIth Army Corps in 
France. He is now Lt.-Col. commanding 
the 22nd Battalion of the Glamorgan 
(Cardiff) Home Guard. 

Mr. Thomas’s rise to eminence was 
largely due to his great success in open 
architectural competitions. In 1911 he won 
the competition for Cardiff Technical Col- 
lege. A fruitful partnership followed with 
Mr. Ivor Jones, A.R.I.B.A., other works 
won in competition including Merthyr 
Y.M.C.A., Bristol Fire and Police Station, 
‘Newcastle Police and Fire Station, Swan- 
sea Guildhall, Accrington Police and Fire 
Station, and (in collaboration with Mr. 
Ernest Prestwich, F.R.I.B.A.), Tunbridge 
Wells Civic Centre, and Swinton and 
Pendlebury Town Hall. He _ was 
‘placed ’’ in other competitions, notably 
those for the Masonic Temple, London, 
and the Board of Trade Offices, Embank- 
ment. He was third in the competition 
for the Institute’s own building. He also 
designed the Glamorgan County Offices and 
the Welsh National Memorial, Cardiff. 

Mr. Thomas was elected an Associate in 
1919, and within three years was serving 
on the Council. He was a Vice-President 
for 1927-28, and has served on various 
Committees of the Institute. He has been 
three times President of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects. - 

It is interesting to note that there is a 
precedent for a presidential second term 
of office, Sir William Tite having served 
in 1861-63 and in 1867-70.

OUR ILLUSTRATIONS ARE OF St. ANSELM’S, 
Belmont, near Harrow, which has recently been 


-completed to plans by Mr. N. F. Cachemaille-Day, | 


F.R.I.B.A., and is of especial interest in that it is 
built partly of materials—stonework, window glazing, 
furnishings and roof trusses—brought from St. 
Anselm’s, Davies Street, W., just before the war. 
Not only have considerable economic advantages 


been gained from the procedure adopted, but from . 


the fact that the span of the new nave had been 
made the same as the old one, the great oak trusses 
of the old church could be removed, enabling, even 
under war conditions, the church to be completed. 
The original building was erected from the designs of 
Messrs. Balfour and Turner. 

Mr. Cachemaille-Day writes :— 

A few brief remarks on the building may be of interest- 
St. Anselm’s, Davies-street, contained two exceptionally 
fine pictures and two others which were rather good. 
The two finest have been incorporated in a new reredos 
for the High Altar, carried out by Messrs. E. J. & A. T. 
Bradford, Ltd., and in the Lady Chapel reredos, and I 
hope that Mr. J. N. Comper, who designed as one of his 

-early works, I believe, the tester surmounting the Lady 


Chapel altar, will not feel that the new Lady Chapel 
altar incorporating the picture in any way destroys the 
beauty of his composition. The fine Walker organ has 
been moved intact by the firm that originally built it, 
and the various furnishings mentioned in the original 
article in The Builder (April 18, 1896) have nearly all 
been incorporated in the new church. I should like, 
however, to make a particular reference to the carved 
screens referred to, designed by Mr. Laurence Turner. 
It was difficult to include these screens in their original 
form, and part of the screen has been stored for future 
use in the church, when a suitable purpose arises, but a 
portion of them has been incorporated in the new church 
in the credence, where the fine carvings form panels which 
have been gilded and decorated. 


The original choir ‘stalls have been used, but new 
ambons and clergy stalls have been made by Mr. A. 
Robinson, of Kingston-on-Thames, who also carried out 
the credence previously referred to and other smaller 
furnishings in the church including the Lady Chapel 
communion rails. The High Altar communion rails 
were restored, special frontals were carried out and other 
furnishings provided by Messrs. Wippell, and in addition 
to the demolition, by the St. Mary’s Demolition and 
Excavation Co., Ltd., the general contractors were 
Messrs. Pitchers, Ltd., of Tottenham, who collaborated 
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with the South Western Stone Co. in the numbering of 
the stones, their re-erection in the new church and the 
provision of a small amount of new stonework, where 
necessary. The Alpha Electrical and Manufacturing 
Co., Ltd., carried out the lighting installation, and 
although it is not very evident in the photograph, 
the main lighting of the nave is by concealed lights in the 
flat internal ceiling, the centre of which is composed of 
acoustic slabs supplied by Messrs. H. W. Cullum and 
Co., Ltd. The whole of the acoustic arrangements of the 


church, which I am glad to say are very successful, 
were under the direction of Mr. Hope Bagenal. A 
pipeless heating system erected by the Improved Pipeless 
Central Heating, Ltd., is installed at the west end of the 
church under the gallery. 

- The vestries have been designed so as to provide a 
clergy vestry and a spacious choir vestry, which can be 
divided by a folding screen, so as to form a choir vestry 
and a smaller churchwarden’s vestry, thus providing a 
big room for meetings and three vestries, which is

generally regarded as desirable for the usual worship of 
the church. The teak floor was carried out by the 
Zeta Wood Flooring Co., Ltd. 

The foundation stone of this church was laid in April, 
1940, by Mrs. Geoffrey Fisher, wife of the Bishop of 
London, and was carried out by Mr. Anthony Foster, of 
Kettering. The three coats of arms carved on it are 
those of the Diocese of London and St. Anselm’s and 
St. Aidan’s, the two saints being also shown on the 
High Altar reredos. The original church hall was 
dedicated to St. Aidan, and there were many associa- 
tions in Belmont connected with this dedication. When, 
however, part of the proceeds of the sale of the site of 
St. Anselm’s, Davies-street, together with materials 


from the old church were devoted to Belmont, it was 
decided to commemorate the names of both saints in 
the new building. 


There are instances on record of old churches being 


taken down and rebuilt elsewhere, few, however, 
Leing exactly comparable with Mr. Cachemaille-Day’s 
work at Belmont. Here he has not reconstructed an 
old building on a new site; he has designed a new 
church, embodying in it many features of the old one. 
Two ends have thus been achieved, i.e., economy in cost 
and the use of new materials and the perpetuation in 
some measure of the sentimental associations of the old 
church,

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ARCHITECTS 
REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


44th QUARTERLY MEETING. 


Mr. Sypney Tarcnett, F.R.I.B.A., pre- 
sided at the 44th ordinary meeting of the 
Architects Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom, held at 66, Portland- 
place, W.1, on June 25. 

Arising from the minutes, the Registrar 
reported that the assent of the Privy Coun- 
cil had been given to the proposed amend- 
ments to Regulation 17 and Schedule 2 of 
the Regulations. [The amendment to 
Regulation 17 in effect allows a vacancy in 
the numbers of the representatives on the 
Council of the- ‘‘ unattached ”’ architects 
to be filled by resolution by the remainder 
of their representatives sitting on the 
Council. The amendment to Schedule 2 
relates to the change of name of the 
golem examination of the Manchester 
Schoo of Architecture from ‘‘ Certificate 
Final ’’ to ‘‘ Diploma Final.’’] 

Tue Soricrron made a statement to the 
Council and read the following report from 
“The Scotsman ”’ (June 12, agp :-“*The 
Second Division of the Court of Session 
yesterday sustained an appeal by William 
Anderson Cheyne, 326, Mountcastle-drive 
North, Portobello, Edinburgh, against a 
resolution of the Architects Registration 
Council of the United Kingdom. On 
March 6, 1939, the appellant made applica- 
tion to’ be admitted to the Register of 
Architects, stating that on August 1, 1938 
he was an architectural assistant and had 
been engaged in the study of architecture 
and execution of architectural work for at 
least seven years. He was admitted to the 
Register on July 1, 1939. In November, 
1942, he received a letter from the Regis- 
tration Council informing him that the 
Council had considered statements from 
four architectural assistants employed in 
the City Architect’s Department of the 
Corporation of Edinburgh, together with a 
letter from the appellant dated Septem- 
ber 24, 1942, and had resolved that his 
name be removed from the Register, on 
the ground that’ evidence submitted by him 
in support of his application for registra- 
tion was false and misleading. 

‘The Division held that the statutes 


* 


under which the Registration Council was. 


set up contained no warrant for the action 
taken by them and that, as they had no 
other warrant for their action, they must 
be held to have exceeded their jurisdiction 
and to have acted ultra vires. Their Lord- 
ships (the Lord Justice-Clerk and Lords 
Mackay, Wark and Jamieson) therefore 
recalled the resolution of the Council to 
remove his name from the Register.”’ 

It was resolved, on a motion from the 
chair, that the name of W. A. Cheyne be 
restored to the Register pursuant to the 
direction of the Court of Session in Edin- 
burgh. 


Reports of Committees. 

Apmission Commirree: Outstanding 
applications for admission to the Register 
have now been reduced to 743 as against 
895 at the last quarterly meeting. Mr. 
Vincent Burr stated that it looked as 
though the committee would finish its work 
by the end of 1944: The names of those 
admitted include Mr. E.° Vincent’ Harris, 
R.A, On the instruction of the Appeal 
Committee the names of the following 
persons, whose appeals have been regis- 
tered by the Tribunal, have been entered

Mr. E. J. Etrorp (who had represented 
the Institution of Municipal and County 
Engineers on the Admission Committee 
and whose resignation had previously been 
accepted by the Council) moved that the 
report of the Admission Committee be 
referred. back. He had found for a long 
time, he said, that he had entirely dis- 
agreed with the procedure of the Com- 
mittee with regard to many cases, some 
of which had been reported that afternoon. 
‘*T have protested time after time against 
the practice of the Committee in rejecting 
an applicant upon secret evidence which 
he has no opportunity of answering. The 
Committee require references from two 
registered architects, and in many cases 
the only names an applicant can submit 
are those to whom it would be of some 
personal advantage if he ceased to prac- 
tise. These references ‘are given in con- 
fidence, and many are highly prejudicial 
to the applicant, some obviously spiteful. 
Surely it is right and fair,’”’ declared Mr. 
Elford, ‘‘ that without necessarily dis- 
closing the source of the evidence an 
applicant should be given an opportunity 
to clear himself of any prejudicial state- 
ments? ”’ 

Mr. Elford concluded : ‘“‘ There is much 
more that is objectionable in the manner 
in which applications are dealt with.” It 
is well known that it is part of the policy 
leading up to further legislation. I believe 
the policy will be found to have been 
unwise, and it will come home to roost in 
avery unpleasant way. Council has 
already had one unfortunate experience 
in the Courts, and it is unlikely that this 
one will be the last.”

Mr. G. E. Primm seconded the resolution. 

Mr. Vincent Burr, replying, said that 
there had been reference to secret evidence. 
‘*The real reason of that,’’ he said, “ is 
this. An applicant applies; he quotes 
certain references. We take them up. We 
are still in doubt. We want to be satisfied, 
and we make certain inquiries of a private 
and confidential nature, just the same as 
any referee’s reference is private and con- 
fidential. We expect that the evidence so 
obtained is given in good faith, and, of 
course, we take it into consideration with 
all the other facts at the same time. I 
think that is a perfectly right and proper 
way of trying to do our job in an adequate 
manner.”’ Mr. Burr concluded by saying 
that the decisions of the Admission Com- 
mittee so far had been upheld by the 
Appeal Tribunal in a proportion of, 
roughly, three to one in the Committee’s 
favour. 

After discussion, in which Mr. W. 0. 
Hudson and Major G. B. J. Athoe joined, 
Mr. Elford agreed to confine his motion to 
the reference back of two applications 
which had been rejected. After further 
discussion, in the course of which Mr. 
Burr reminded Mr. Elford that every case 
he had quoted had a right to appeal, the 
motion was put to the meeting and de- 
clared lost, three voting in its favour. The 
report of the Admission Committee was 
then adopted. 

Finance AND GENERAL Purposes : The 
Committee were informed that 1,768 re- 
newal fees were unpaid at June 4, the 
corresponding figure last year being 1,825. 

Boarp oF ARCHITECTURAL EpDvUCATION : 
The Board reported that there were 175

candidates for scholarships, and that of the 
short list of 21 interviewed, seven were 
girls, of whom six were recommended for 
scholarships.

Mr. Darcy Braddell introduced a motion 
that the recommendation of the ad hoc 
committee appointed in December, 1938, 
that negotiations be undertaken with a 
view to securing that all architects regis- 
tered in the United Kingdom be recog- 
nised as eligible for registration in the 
Dominions and vice versa, be set in motion. 

This was seconded by Mr. Goldfinger and 
resolved accordingly.

TOWN PLANNING, HOUSING & FULL EMPLOYMENT 
CONFERENCE OF TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING ASSOCIATION 


On Saturday and Sunday, July 3 
and 4, the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Association held a Conference at 
the Waldorf Hotel, W.C.2, on Town 
Planning,- Housing and Full Employ- 
ment. The Conference was well 
attended throughout and the proceed- 
ings interesting. At the first session 
Sir Cecil Weir, K.B.E., presided. 

Tue Rr. Hon. Sm Montacur Bartow, 
K.B.E., opened the Conference. In the 
course of his remarks he said he remem- 
bered that in evidence before the Com- 
mission over which he had presided the 
Ministry of Health had given figures to 
show that at least half a million new 
houses would be required after the slump 
if the clearance problem was to be pro- 
perly handled; but more recently figures 
had been put out that between three and 
four million houses would be required 


within a few years after the war, and ° 


there were proposals to increase the staff 
of labour connected with building from, 
say, three quarters of a million to a 
million and a quarter. 


Full Employment. 

Mrs. Joan Rosinson followed with an 
address entitled ‘‘ Implications of a Full 
Employment Policy.’’ Unemployment, 
she said, might be dealt with by building 
pyramids, but it would be better to use 
the labour in providing sorely needed new 
accommodation such as hospitals, fac- 
tories and houses. Activity in building 
would affect many other industries ; hence 
subsidising housing might play a part in 
raising the standard of life. But it was 
a mistake to think that building should 
be speeded up to find employment in 
times of slump and slowed down when 
trade was good. This was not a practical 
proposition. The aim should be to stabi- 
lise building, and by doing so to. contri- 
bute towards the stabilisation of industry 
as a whole. 

Mr. Satrer Davies and other speakers 
followed. One of these pointed out that 
the problem of employment was an inter- 
national one, and could not be solved by 
any one nation working alone. 

Mrs. Roprnson agreed, but said we 
must not let this consideration prevent us 
doing as much as we could. 


Housing and Expansion of the Industry. 

The afternoon’s proceedings were pre- 
sided over by Sir Noel Curtis-Bennett, 
and the first speaker was Mr. Walter Hill 


(Industry and Trade Editor of the 
Beconomist), who read a paper entitled 
‘* The Scale of Housing and Expansion of 
the Building Industry.” 

Mr. Hitt gave figures as to cost of 


- building pre-war and its probable cost 


after the war. He said that on certain 
assumptions as to the productivity of 
labour we might calculate the output of 
building that could be carried out each 
year with a labour force of 14 million. 
The question then arose as to what pro- 
portion of the building industry should 
be directed to the construction of 
dwelling-houses and what to other forms 
of building, also as to whether priority 
should be given to one class of building 
rather than another. There was - the 
question of relating the building pro- 
gramme to the total resources available 
for investment, because there was a limit 
to the resources that could be devoted to 
building: Of the total production re- 
sources available, part must be used for 
the satisfaction of immediate needs and 
part for investment in capital goods. The 
amount of building that could be under- 
taken would depend not only on the re- 
sources available for capital investment, 
but also on the size of the competing 
claims such as those for industrial plant 
and machinery, public works, shipping, 
railways, etc. It would be wrong, for 
example, to undertake an enormous build- 
ing programme if our resources were even 
more urgently needed for the re-equipment 
of industry and transport. It was vital 
that our building programme should be 
dovetailed with other claims on the re- 
sources available for capital investment; 
the building programme could only take 
shape in the context of other plans for 
capital expenditure. 

The discussion on this address was 
opened by Mr. T. P. Bennett, F.R.I.B.A., 
who said there was no hope of achieving 
a figure as low as £450 for the post-war 
house; the total number of houses that 
could be produced for any given sum must 
be related to a figure very much higher 
than that. We had present experience of 
the cost of building war structures, but 
in these the minimum of finish was re- 
quired and the maximum of speed, and a 
great number of problems were eliminated 
that must be faced in post-war building. 
It was therefore difficult to express any 
precise. view as to what cost would be, 
but he did not think it could be less than 
60 per cent. in advance of the pre-war 
figure. He did not think the output per 
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man post-war would be equal to pre-war, 
because, before the war, with something 
like 200,000 operatives unemployed, the 
older men and those suffering from physi. 
cal disabilities were not at work. We 
were to-day employing such men with suc. 
cess, but they could not produce 100 per 
cent. of pre-war output. Here there was 
an economic problem and one we must 
face, because from the national point of 
view a man capable of producing 60 per 
cent. of average pre-war output was an 
asset not to be ignored. The expansion of 
an industry to something like double its 
pre-war size was such a task as had never 
hitherto been faced by a largely non- 
mechanised industry. To achieve it- the 
operatives had to be trained in a very 
short period, and the building crafts had 
hitherto been thought to require years of 
apprenticeship followed by years of ex- 
perience. But the industry must absorb 
the trainees. There would be a period 
during which they would acquire experi- 
ence, would be assisted by their fellow- 
craftsmen, and encouraged and directed 
by their managers. During that period it 
could not be hoped they would give 100 
per cent. of output. Further, while we 
might be able to train a craftsman in nine 
months, it would be a different matter to 
train the foremen, gangers, engineers and 
architects needed to direct the force. If 
we were to succeed we must find a stan- 
dard of management, and a degree of 
knowledge and power to put that into 
execution such as had hitherto been in the 
hands of only a very small minority; and 
we had to graft into the profession of the 
architect, with its artistic leanings, some- 
thing of the accurate delineation of the 
chartered accountant. 

Mrs. E. M. Fimrp said she hoped build- 
ing schemes would not be so pared down 
that the housewife would be given a tiny 
kitchenette to work in, and a tiny larder, 
making it difficult to keep food fresh. 


The woman should have an airy larder— - 


one she could get into; it should have an 
electric light and a refrigerator. 

Mr. Cuartes Boot said he had been in 
the building industry more than fifty 
years. During the six years before the 
war he had built 7,500 houses in different 


‘parts of the country. They had cost him 


an average of £350 each, including land, 
roads, sewers, and other services, but he 
did not expect to be able to build similar 
houses after the war for less than double 
the money. As to the three thousand cot- 
tages for rural workers, these were said 
to be going to cost from £800 to £1,000 
each, but the market value in relation to 
their rents would not be more than £400 
each, and somebody must find the differ- 
ence. A considerable saving would be 
made by letting the houses be built by 
private enterprise. 

Mrs. G. Mann said that to listen to 
the addresses on the financial aspect of 
housing one would think it was going to 
cost a tremendous amount of money, and 
interfere seriously with other social ser- 
vices. But she did not think that was a 
correct view. Housing was a revenue- 
producing asset. 

Mr. Hu replied. On the point made 
by Mrs. Field, he said that if we im- 
proved the amenities of the houses, and 
could only spend a certain total figure on 
housing, there must be fewer houses built. 


Rebuilding in City Areas. 

In the evening, Mr. F. J. Osporw spoke 
on the difficulties of rebuilding in city 
areas. He said the improvement in the 
standard of house accommodation of the 
workers in modern times had not kept pace 
with their total standard of production 
and income. As to the future, no housing

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expert really believed in a policy of re- 
beliding crowded city areas st the faces of 
flats except as a bad expedient forced upon 
us by circumstances. More than 90 per 
cent. of the people to be rehoused were 
against any such proposal. Take London, 
for example, there were in 1939 over 
four million people in the 70,000 acres of 
the L.C.C. area. To put three and a half 
million of them back would . mean 
housing more than half of them in 
flats. But could we imagine nearly 
two million Londoners living in flate? 
We had # doubie problem : (1) How could 
we replan our overbuilt or congested areas 
so as to restore for most people the house 
and garden t of dwelling? (2) How 
could we deal with the sanitary but sub- 
standard dwelling obsolete by modern stan- 
dards but lettable by reason of its position 
in relation to a centre of employment? 
Mr. Pavt Capsury said that if guid- 
ance of the location of industry meant 
dresine whole industries long established 
in the arge urban centres to new sites, 
he did not ogre. If it meant that they 
should not allow further uncontrolled ex- 
pansion of existing industrial areas, such 
as Birmingham or the West London de- 
velopment, then he did agree. All urban 
areas should be broken down into neigh- 
bourhood units, each consisting of about 
10,000 people, which should embrace hous- 
ing, community facilities, and some indus- 


trial development, 


Finance for Housing. 

On the Sunday morning the first dis- 
cussion was on a paper read by Mr. W. 
Manning Dacey, Editor of ‘‘ The Banker ”’ 
and Assistant Editor of ‘‘ The Financial 
News.” Major R. A. Reiss presided. 

Mr. Mannine Dacey said that cash pay- 
ment for some proportion of building out- 
put would be available in the form of war 
damage compensation, the funds being 
directly borrowed by the State. Values 
having risen, value payments were likely 
to be inadequate, and if so would require 
supplementing by some other form of 
finance for the balance. Compensation 
payments probably would be relatively 
small; only 250,000 houses had been 
totally destroyed, and the estimated 
average post-war output of small houses 
was 400.000 per year. There was, how- 
ever, an unknown amount of war damage 
to public utilities. Another source of cash 
payment would be the accumulated savin 
of businesses and individuals; but this 
was probably a minor factor in relation to 
immediate post-war housing, where the 
need would be for small dwellings. To 
meet the demand for small dwellings 
finance would be chiefly found by Local 
Authorities and building societies. The 
finance of local authorities was cheaper 
than that of building societies; they could 
amortise houses for years .or more, 
whereas building societies seldom lent for 
more than 20 years. Moreover, the larger 
Local Authorities could borrow at only a 
quarter per cent. above the rate paid by 
the Central Government, and the smaller 
Authorities could get loans from the Public 
Works Toan Board at or 44 per cent. 
Unfortunately, the financial advantages of 
the Local Authorities were often offset by 
kigher costs of actual building, and puttin: 
on one side this question of cost, Local 
Authorities had not a good record in the 
matter of getting houses built. Subsidies 
were imperative to secure an adequate 
supply of small houses, and should for a 
time be available not only for slum clear- 
ance and abatement of. overcrowding but 
for general working-class housing. It 
should, however, be remembered that 
incomes had risen as well as building costs ; 
if 10s. was a reasonable working-class rent 
before the war, 13s. 6d. would be reason- 
able afterwards. Subsidies meant any form 
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of reducing costs, such as the grant of 
loans free of interest, the remission of 
rates and taxes, or a guarantee in respect 
of any loss suffered due to a fall in costs 
or any other reason. A flat rate of 
subsidy per house coupled with a guarantee 
against loss seemed the most equitable 
system. But subsidies should be variable 
between different localities to allow for 
variations in building costs and wage 
levels, just as the subsidy for block dwell- 
ings was adjusted for site values. The 


. immediate need was to house as many 


people as possible for a given expenditure, 
but when arrears were made good there 
was much to be said for adding to the stock 
of houses at the higher end of the scale. 
This would leave untenanted a number of 
houses at bg wey occupied by middle-class 
people and into these houses the working 
class would When this transition 
atage was over a building boom of the pre- 
war type might be a great aid in combat- 
ing unemployment. ere was # serious 
deterrent to the purchase of houses in the 
fact that a young couple—these were the 
usual buyers—must put down not only a 
deposit on the house but a sum, perhaps 
£100, for cookers, refrigerators, a radio 
set and furniture. If any of these were on 
hire purchase the loans would normally be 
repayable within two or three years. Thus, 
there was a severe burden from the outset. 
It would encourage the setting up of house 
if the purchase of the house with its 
appurtenances could be financed in a single 
operation. Obviously, there was scope for 
hire purchase companies and building 
societies to get together. The former must 
have the prior claim on repayments at the 
outset owing to the shorter life of the 
objects covered: But the term of repay- 
ment might be extended for, say, five 
years. If such an arrangement was made, 
building societies would have to postpone 
their claims for a short period. It might 
be objected that a house depreciated in the 
first year or two so that repayments to the 
building society were necessary to preserve 
cover. But it was doubtful whether this 
view was correct. After two years the 
house was more fit to live in, the garden 
had been got into order, and the roads 
were made up; but it might be necessary 
to restrict these combined advance 
facilities to selected risks. 


Mr. Cuartes Boor said it would cost 
£700 per house to build cottages similar 
to those he had built for £350 each before 
the war. If that £700 was lent free of 
interest and repayable over 30 years, the 
repayments, together with taxation and 
other charges, would make the economic 
rent of the house about 24s. a week against 
the 13s. 6d. proposed by Mr. Manning 
Dacey. Until this problem was solved 
builders could not get to work. He 
doubted whether the War Damage contri- 
bution would effectively set things going; 
he had had some hundreds of houses 
destroyed in air raids, and if he was paid 
the 1939 value of those houses, after pay- 
ing off the mortgages, he would not have 
much left beyond the bare land. 


The final session was on the Sunday 
afternoon. Mrs. Hermione Hitchens pre- 
sided, and Mr. RayMonp EvERsHED, K.C., 
spoke on problems of compensation and 
betterment. His lecture was an explana- 
tion of the principles laid down in the 
Uthwatt Committee’s Report.. The solu- 
tion of the compensation and betterment 
problem was, he said, essential to any 
proper policy of housing and_ planning, 
and this assumption was made in’ the 
Report. The scheme proposed provided 
a means of getting for the State some part 
of the increased value due to public en- 
terprise, and it did this by making use of 
the existing and recognised procedure of 
quinguennial valuations for rating. 
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EXPERIMENTAL BUILDING 


WORK OF THE NEW CONTROL. 


THe recent appointment of Mr. 
Frederick Towndrow, A.R.1.B.A., as 
Controller of Experimental Building 
Development in the Ministry of Works, 
with Mr. D. W. Nunn as Building Cosis 
Research Officer, has aroused considerable 
interest in the building indusiry, particu- 
larly in that section which is concerned 
with ‘‘ alternative’? methods of construc- 
tion. Clearly basic structural and other 
data must first be established and aciual 
building costs ascertained if new methods 
are to be fairly judged in relation to 
orthodox methods. It will be necessary 
to determine at the outset where most of 
the money goes in orthodox building and 
where economies can best be made. For 
example, halving the cost of a plumbing 
installation would be a useful economy, 
but it would be better still if 20 per cent. 
could be knocked off the cost of brick- 
work. In short, the preliminary aim 
should be to tackle those elements which 
are costing most and to see whether by 
changes in building production methods it 
is possible to obtain a greater output per 
man-hour. 

But the main task of the Controller will 
be to promote and facilitate experimental 
building development. The building in- 
dustry may be required to adapt itself to 
new t of labour and new types of 
material. Whether complete prefabrica- 
tion will be possible remains to be seen ; 
it may prove to be uneconomic unless car- 
ried out on a great scale, to which there 
may be objections. What is likely to be 
found practicable, we believe, is the pro- 
duction of standardised building elements 
based on an agreed dimensional module. 

The Controller will, no doubt, make it 
his business to keep in touch with all the 
interests concerned, promoters and inven- 
tors, and it would be a particular advan- 
tage if those without money or backing 
could be helped. The Burt Committee on 
House Construction (an inter-departmen- 
tal committee) will presumably be avail- 
able to sift proposals from the technical 
angle, if desired. Incidentally, it is ex- 
pected that the Burt Committee’s Report 
will be out shortly, and that among other 
matters it will touch on inter-war alterna- 
tive methods of house building. 

One important duty of the Controller 
will be to arrange licences for the release 
of material for the experimental work in 
the fi:ld. The services of the Burt Com- 
mittee, of the Ministry’s staff and the 
Building Research Station, will be avail- 
able in connection with this work to deter- 
mine from time to time what, if any, 


‘snags have developed and the appropriate 


remedies. When new methods, systems or 
elements are approved they will presum- 
ably be recommended for use by Godvern- 
ment Departments and local authorities. 

We believe that it is the intention to 
promote research into school building as 
well as houses—into fittings as well as 
carcasses. One point which will give 
general satisfaction is that this experi- 
mental work will be carried on irrespec- 
tive of by-laws, which are often a hin- 
drance to the adoption of new ideas. 

There is great enthusiasm in some sec- 
tions of- the industry for experimental 
building work, and many organisations 
and business concerns, we believe, are 
ready to collaborate with the Ministry 
both in finance and ideas.

THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


Tue annual meeting of the Society for 
the Protection of Ancient Buildings was 
held on June 30 at the Vintners’ 
Hall, with Lorp Esuer in the chair. In 
introducing the annual report, Prorgssor 
A. E, Ricnarpson,A.R.A.,briefly sketched 
the origin and purpose of the Georgian 
Group, which, he said, was representative 
of a goodly lineage of cultured opinion 
going back at least a century. ‘‘As a mere 
spokesman credited with deficient imagina- 
tion, I cannot understand (said the 
speaker) that extraordinary difference in 
value which some set upon the past and 
the future. We do not want to follow the 
Victorians and start a new battle of the 
styles. We have no desire to wage war on 
the issue of ‘ Time and Space,’ especially 
at a juncture which calls for unified action. 
But I do conceive the past to be real and 
to form part of our existence. Perhaps 
more so than the future can possibly be. 
For, like the snail, we carry the past as a 
shell on our backs.”” 

Professor Richardson concluded : ‘“‘And 
now for the moral, for no sermon can be 
deemed complete without both text and 
moral. To show how very original the 
Georgian Group can be, I will give you an 
idea of how it seeks to combine past and 
future. Very soon you will hear of pro- 
posals from all sides for memorials to com- 
memorate the victory of the Allied Nations. 
The fewer of these memorials the better. 
But nevertheless something will be 
demanded. We have to commemorate the 
epic ‘ Battle of Britain.’ What better 
opportunity offers than to insist on the 
proper treatment of the amenities around 
St. Paul’s Cathedral? If the new plan 
which is being prepared by the Corpora- 
tion of the City of London were to embody 


the idea of open space round the Cathedral - 


it would accord with the idea of the 
ee 

“The project we have to offer is that 
commercial buildings in the vitinity of St. 
Paul’s should be kept as far away as 
possible—the other side of Newgate-street 
or as low as Queen Victoria-street, if you 
like. The intervening spaces might be 
planned with quadranta] colonnades and 
gardens. Thus Paul’s Walk would be 
revived externally and _ architectural 
decency would be assured. Here is a 
suggestion for commemorating a great 
victory in a seemly manner, at the very 
heart of the Empire.’’ 


Mr. W. H. Ansett, P.R.1.B.A., who also 
spoke, said we had learned a great deal by 
means of bitter experience about the pro- 
tection of our ancient buildings from fire 
bombs, and were not likely to be caught 
napping by any new attack. He was not 
at all sure that we were as well equipped 
to deal with those blithe spirits who would 
cheerfully exchange pleasant, if dilapi- 
dated, Regency houses for mass-produced 
prefabricated concrete houses. The quality 
of the smaller buildings of a land—the 
little churches, the houses and the schools 
—was perhaps more truly indicative of the 
zsthetic standards of a time than were the 
isolated grandeurs of the more imposing 
but widely separated buildings. One 
might almost say: ‘‘ Look after the little 
buildings and the big fellows will look 
after themselves.’’ hey wouldn’t, of 
course, but at any rate they did not lack 
friends, 

The speaker proceeded to give’ some 
account of the work of the National Build- 
ings Record, which, he said, had up to 


the present photographed or indexed over. 


200, items of buildings. ‘‘ Important 
though this Record is,’’ declared Mr. 
Ansell, ** it will fail in its ultimate purpose 
if it remains merely a record of what is or 
what has been. Every planning authority 
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in the kingdom, every live society and 
every executive planner should use it to 
determine, before planning begins, what 
buildings shall be preserved. Too high a 
price in the loss of ancient buildings may 
easily be paid for a modern efficiency of 
lay-out. which could be obtained in some 
other way.” 


LONDON’S PAST AND 
FUTURE 


LECTURE BY MR: DAVIDGE. 


In connection with the English Town 
Exhibition recently held at the St. 
Martin’s School of Art, W.C.2, Mr. 
W. R. Davinez, F.R.1.B.A., delivered 
an historical lecture on London. The chair 
was occupied by the Right Rev. Bishop 
P. F. D. de Labilliere, Dean of West- 
minster. 

Mr. Davidge illustrated his lecture by a 
map of Roman London, and by pictures and 
plans illustrating the city at later periods 
of its history. The map showed that 
roads made by the Romans were the 
framework on which London had grown 
up. Sections of roads that had been laid 
on marshy ground had dropped out, but 
by laying a ruler on the map Mr. Davidge 
showed straight lines connecting the pieces 
that remained. There was probably a 
settlement in pre-Roman times, he said, 
but the first Roman settlement had been 
near where Cannon-street Station now 
stands. It was perhaps during Roman 
times that the whole northern side of the 
river from the sea to London had been 
embanked : previously there had been 
marshes on both sides, and the river had 
been much wider than now. Almost the 
last act-of the Romans had been to build 
the wall to protect the much larger town 
that had grown up around their original 
settlement. Half-way between the wall on 
the north and the river on the south ran 
the main street, now Cheapside. The 
Roman city extended west to the Fleet 
River, but in the reign of Edward the 
First the boundary was extended so as 
to include the monastery of Blackfriars, 
and afterwards the Mayor of London was 
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given jurisdiction over the land sur- 
rounding the city up to a bow shot from 
the walla. This extended London to 
Temple Bar and Holborn Bars. 


The municipal government of London 
began to take shape in the Middle Ages, 
FitzAylwin being elected Mayor in the 
reign of Richard the First. His Assize 
was che foundation of London’s present 
building laws and regulations. The law 
as to party walls was still almost exactly 
as he had made it. In 1212 the overhang- 
ing storeys of houses were found to be a 
nuisance to knights riding with their 
lances along the narrow streets, and a law 
was made that the projection should not 
exceed 2ft. 6in. This was still the 
amount that a cornice was allowed to 
overhang the street, and the penalty for 
infringing the law was a fine of forty 
shillings, now the same as it was then. In 
Elizabeth’s time her noblemen’s_ great 
houses with gardens running down to the 
river srpusiliod from London towards 
Westminster, and the names of such 
streets as Essex-street, Arundel-street and 
Buckingham-street commemorated _ that 
fact. It was in her reign that the first 
Act of Parliament was passed having for 
its object the stopping of the growth of 
London. It forbade building within three 
miles of the gates of London or West- 
minster. This Act was passed for a 
limited period, seven years, but was con- 
tinuously renewed, and Cromwell extended 
the three miles to ten. ; 


Mr. Davidge said that, so far as he 
knew, this Act had never been repealed. - 
He showed an illustration of London just 
before the Great Fire, and Wren’s plan for 
the rebuilding of London with the public 
quay along the riverside. This quay was 
actually made, but afterwards had been 
gradually built on. 


By 1756 the squares of London were be- 
ginning to take shape, and to relieve traffic 
an arterial road was made which existed 
now under the names of Marylebone-road, 
Euston-road, and City-road. That genera- 
tion was beginning to think of planning, 
and John Gwynne suggested that London 
should be bounded on the west by Park- 
lane and on the north by the new road 
just alluded to. In the plan he then drew 
up almost every improvement that had 
since taken place was anticipated. There 
was a Thames embankment, a bridge 
where Waterloo Bridge was afterwards 
built, a square in a rather better position 
than Trafalgar-square, and an ornamental 
entrance to St. James’s Park where 
the Admiralty Arch now stands. Among 
improvements he suggested, but which are 
even yet not carried out, was an embank- 
ment on the south side and the moving of 
Covent Garden. 


In 1813 the Government had made 
Regent’s Park, and another attempt was 
made to put a green belt around London. 
Nothing had been done here, but the idea 
had been adopted for the new city of 
Adelaide in Australia and for some new 
towns in New Zealand. 


The Metropolitan Board of Works had 
been set up in 1855, to be succeeded by 
the London County Council in 1889. 
Under the new conditions a tremendous 
amount of work had been done, but dis- 
tinctly less than in any comparable period 
during the preceding ten generations. We 
had had so many other things to think 
about that, so far as concerned actual im- 
provements, little had been done. Among 
great improvements that had been made 
was the construction of the Thames Em- 
bankment. The first job of the Metro- 
politan Board of Works had been to lay 
down a drainage system for London, and 
the embankment had been made to provide 
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Everyone in the Building Trade knows that 
dampness and dry rot go hand in hand.

It was a 
successful combination of the useful with 
the beautiful. Since London’s having a 
public authority some bridges had been 
rebuilt, but except the Tower Bridge, 
built by the City Corporation, there had 
been no new bridges. Steps were being 
taken to make a plan for the development 
of London. There was already in exist- 
ence a folio of plans that had been of 
considerable use. 

Lorp NatHan, who followed, said that 
one hundred years ago the City of London 
had been the most densely peopled place in 
this country, but the inhabitants had 
marched out and were continuing to march 
out. He looked towards a future when 
Londoners would find easy ways of access 
to their places of work but would live 
ever farther out. 

A discussion followed and among other 
suggestions was one that the numbers of 
houses and the names of streets should 
be put up in a way to be easily seen. 

One speaker said that London had 
grown with steam trains, had grown more 
with electric trains, and would grow still 
more with flying. He anticipated that 
the middle of London would become an 
open space used as a landing-ground for 
aeroplanes, while people would live in 
satellite towns. 

Mr. Davipce replied briefly to the dis- 
cussion, and a vote of thanks was passed 
to him, Lord Nathan, and the Chairman. 


LAW REPORT 


CONTRACT FOR DOMESTIC SHELTERS: 
ASSESSMENT OF DAMAGE. 


Kine’s Bencn Division. 
Before Mr. Justice ATKINSON. 


Stotesbury v. Deptford Borough Council. 

This matter came before his lordship on 
a report from the Official Referee as to his 
finding of damages due to the plaintiff, 
and he entered judgment and costs for 
Mr. Victor N. Stotesbury, builder, of 
Breakspear-road, Brockley, against the 
Deptford Borough Council on his claim 
for balance of account for work and labour 
done and materials supplied for the erec- 
tion of domestic shelters at Deptford in 
1939. 

Counsel for the plantiff‘said his lordship 
had given judgment for the plaintiff, and 
had referred the question of damages to 
Mr. Pitman, one of the Official Referees, 
who had found that the plaintiff was 
entitled to £755 15s. 1d. Counsel now 
asked for judgment for plaintiff for that 
amount and for judgment on_ the 
defendants’ counter-claim for £512, the 
amount they alleged was due to them to 
finish the work plaintiff contracted to do. 
Counsel asked for costs of the action and 
also for the costs of the reference. He said 
the work was done 34 years ago and the 
money had been owing for three years. 
The account, however, was not sent in till 
June, 1941. Under those circumstances he 
asked his lordship to give plaintiff interest 
on the money from that date. 

Counsel for the Borough Council resisted 
the claim for interest and based his sub- 
mission on the point on the fact that the 
teferee had said the defence was a course 
of ‘‘ proper conduct ” on their part. 

His lordship pointed out that the defence 
was a technical one. It was unders 
that the plaintiff should have a war clause 
in his contract, but the Council had held 
him to his original tender. They had kept 
the plaintiff out of his money, and they 
must pay him 4 per cent. interest on his 
money from June, 1941. He dismissed the 


defendants’ counter-claim, plaintiff having ' 


all the costs of the action and with 
counter-claim and reference. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 


Ribbon Development. 

Mr. Noe, Baker has introduced the 
Restriction of Ribbon Development (Tem- 
porary Development) Bill. The Bill, 
which is supported by Mr. Peake and Mz. 
Henry Strauss, is designed to authorise 
the making of arrangements during the 
present war period for enabling develop- 
ment which is expedient in the public in- 
terest to be carried out and maintained 
for the time being notwithstanding the 
refusal of consent under the Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act, 1935, to perma- 
nent development; to regulate the effect 
of temporary arrangements already made 
for the purposes of that Act during the 
said period; and to amend section eleven 
of that Act. 

The Bill has been read a second time. 


Pianning Legislation. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister without 
Portfolio whether he would confer with 
the Ministers of Health, of Town and 
Country Planning, of Works and the 
Chancellor of Exchequer with a view to 
preparing jointly and announcing an 
approximate time and progress schedule 
of the legislation they proposed, affect- 
ing post-war building regulations, 
lanning and construction for the build- 
ing industry, so as to ensure that no 
essential details were omitted and that it 
moved forward with uniformity. 

Sir W. JowiTt said he was continuously 
in touch with his colleagues on the 
numerous aspects of reconstruction which 
had a direct relation to post-war planning 
and building. Some of these would cer- 
tainly involve legislation and he was very 
conscious of the importance of orderly 
progress in such matters, but he could 
not undertake at-present to accept Mr. 
Bossom’s proposal. 

Mr. Bossom : Is the Minister aware that 
no large industrial concern would ever 
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dream of going forward with such a huge 
programme as this without a time and 
progress schedule? In the circumstances, 
will he reconsider his answer?—There 
was no reply. 


Labour for Farm Cottages. 

Mr. BoutcHer asked the Minister of 
Labour whether bricklayers, formerly em- 
ployed by small builders, who had 
been directed by him to work for large 
contractors, would now be permitted to 
return to their former employers so that 
agricultural workers’ cottages might be 
built by local labour for local needs. 

Mr. Bevin said that in planning the 
allocation of building labour, provision 
had been made for labour for 3,000 agri- 
cultural cottages, and this work had been 
given equal priority with the rest of the 
Government building programme. In so 
far as there was not sufficient local labour 
available for this work, he would be pre- 
pared to arrange for permission to be 
given for the transfer of labour or for the 
direction of labour from elsewhere, and, if 
necessary, to consider the possibility of 
arranging for the return of workers pre- 
viously transferred away from the rural 
areas who could be released from the 
essential Government work on which they 
were engaged. These labour arrange- 
ments would apply whether the construe- 
tion was undertaken by small or large 
contractors. 


The Subsidy. 

Mr. Lipson asked the Minister of 
Health if local authorities, in their plans 
for post-war housing, should proceed on 
the assumption that there would be a 
Government subsidy. 

Mr. E. Brown: Yes, sir. 

Mr. Craven-E.tis asked the Minister 
of Health whether private builders, in 
their plans for post-war housing, should 
proceed on the assumption that they 
would receive the same amount of 
Government subsidy which it was in- 
tended to give to local authorities. 

Mr. Brown replied: No, Sir. I would 
remind my hon. Friend that despite 
the absence of subsidy large numbers of 
houses were built by private enterprise 
during the years before the war. 


Agricultural Cottages. 

Mayor Lyons asked the Minister of 
Health where, and to what extent, any 
actual construction had commenced in 
the building of any and how many of 
the 3,000 proposed rural cottages. 

Mr. E. Brown said that the construc- 
tion of 92 cottages had been commenced. 
Reports on the progress had not yet 
been called for, but the responsible 
Rural District Councils were, he knew, 
fully seized with the urgency of the 
matier. 

LizvutT.-COLONEL MacnaMaka asked the 
Minister of Health to what factors he 
attributed the price difference in tenders. 
for the 3,000 rural houses varying be- 
tween £727 and £1,499. 7 

Mr. Brown said that material fac- 
tors were that the tenders in question 
related to different schemes in different 
parts of the country; the tendering was 
carri2zd out under different conditions; 
and schemes differed substantially in 
scope. Moreover, the fact that many 
contractors were tendering for the first 
time under war conditions of house- 
building was no doubt contributing to 
produce a wider variation than usual 
between the highest and lowest tenders. 
The highest tender referred to in the 
question had not, of course, been ap- 
proved for acceptance. 

Mr. WaxertetD asked if the agricul- 
tural cottages to be built by the Ministry 
of Works were to have concrete floors 
and stairs. 

Mr. Hicks said that in the agricultural 
cottages to be built to the Ministry of 
Works’ specification, there would be no 
concrete floors with the exception of 
the larder and w.c. The kitchen, hall 
and bathroom would be quarry tile. 
The living-room floor, staircase and the 
bedroom floors would be of timber. 
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RURAL COTTAGES 


MR. LESLIE WALLIS’S STATEMENT: 
“BUILDERS NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR 
DELAYS.” 

Tue building industry is not in any way 
responsible for the long delay in the start- 
ing of the long-promised cottages for agri- 
cultural workers. 

This is the text of a statement issue 
this week by Mr. Leslie Wallis, J.P., 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers. 

‘‘ From all parts of the country,”’ said 
Mr. Wallis, ‘‘I am receiving complaints 
from builders about the false position they 
have been put in by the long delay in the 
starting of these cottages for agricultural 
workers. I hope this statement may have 
the effect of enabling the public, particu- 
larly in the rural areas affected, to see 
the matter in a truer perspective, and, if 
blame be necessary, place it where it 
should be, and not on the shoulders of the 
builders, who, here at least, have no more 
responsibility than the prospective owners 
of the cottages themselves. 

‘* The cause of the criticism is, of course, 
the oft-repeated statement that builders’ 
prices are too high. Of course they are. 
We could have told the Government in 
the first place that the cost of the cottages 
they proposed to erect would be hopelessly 
uneconomic. But we were not consulted. 
The cottages were designed by the Ministry 
of Health, and builders were merely asked 
to tender for the building of them. This 
they did, and I am satisfied that the 
prices they submitted were in every case 
no more than what was fair and reasonable 
in present-day conditions. 

“Prices for the Ministry of Health cot- 
tages being too high, and months having 
been wasted in discovering this, the 
Ministry of Works took a hand in the 
game. It hes designed a cottage which 
may be adequate for its purpose but 
which, of course, lacks many of the com- 
forts provided in the Ministry of Health 
design. It is obviously very much cheaper 
to build, and the Ministry of Works has 
invited a number of the larger contractors 
to tender for it in quantities of 50 to 100 at 
a time, though up to the present few, if 
any, local builders have had an oppor- 
tunity of quoting for them. Here, again, 
local builders are up in arms. They are 
blamed for offering too high prices for 
the expensive cottages, and the Govern- 
ment, by implication at least, endorses the 
criticism by refusing them the opportunity 
of quoting for the cheaper kind! So they 
lose both ways. 

‘* This, I suggest, is not the way to do 
business even in the case of a Government 
Department, and I urge, as I have already 
urged on the Department concerned, that 
the local builder be given the chance of 
quoting for the new Ministry of Works 
cottages if they are really to take the place 
of the apparently discarded Ministry of 
Health houses. Their price will probably 
be less than the prices the big contractors 
can offer, and there need be no delay, for 
I can guarantee that the local builder will 
send in his prices within a very few days 
of receiving an invitation to tender. 

‘* Here, in fairness to the big contractor, 
I should say that he had nothing to do 
with the Government’s decision to call him 
in. He merely gave his prices because he 
was asked to do so, but he recognises that 
in common equity the work should go to 
the local builder, who, in most cases, is 
ee equipped to carry it out than 
ne is.”’ 

It was believed, added Mr. Wallis, that 
the ‘‘ payment by results ’’ scheme was to 
be applied to these contracts. If it was. 
it would be definitely against the advice 
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already given to the Government by the 
building industry. If it was not, a con- 
siderable saving in cost would result. It 
should be remembered that the ‘‘ payment 
by results’? scheme was imposed on the 
building industry in the first place by the 
Minister of Labour and the Minister of 
Works against the advice of both em- 
ployers and operatives.

THE UTHWATT REPORT 


‘* IMMEDIATE DECISION REQUIRED.” 


An immediate decision on certain of the 
Uthwatt Committee's proposals and a 
‘* stand:still ’’ on the others was called fo 
by Mr. H. C. Haruanp, President of the 
London Master Builders’ Association at 
the Surbiton Rotary Club on June 29. 

‘“If redevelopment of blitzed areas 
is to be undertaken on improved layouts,” 
said Mr. Harland, ‘‘ there must be imme- 
diate proposals before the House of 
Commons based on the Uthwatt Report. 
Local Authorities must know what powers 
they are to have to acquire ownership or 
control of these areas. 

‘‘For areas outside blitzed regions, 
town planning schemes as agreed pre-war 
must be permitted to operate. We cannot 
afford now to upset the whole of our plans, 
which were carefully schemed as a result 
of long experience, and risk having no 
plans ready for~ post-war work. The 
country would never forgive those in 
authority if this happened. 


*. ** Let the Government make some pro- 


nouncement now and not wait even until 
the autumn for the necessary legislation. 
It is indecision which is causing so much 
concern. Local authorities and private 
enterprise can only proceed with urgent 
schemes for redevelopment as Parliament 
decides. For the other main provisions 
of the Uthwatt Report as to further 
acquisitions of lands there should* be a 
‘ stand-still’ period. They can only be 
considered and decided in the light of 
immediate post-war requirements. 


Stopping Land Speculation. 

“*T am all in favour of legislation at the 
earliest possible moment to ensure that no 
profit is made, other than is sufficient to 
recompense an owner for overhead costs 
and interest, out of dealings in land. 
Land is a commodity which cannot, be in- 
creased even by industry, and for this 
reason it is necessary to ensure that specu- 
lation in land is not permitted. 

‘* Local Authorities,” said Mr. Harland, 
‘should act solely under the direction oi 
the Ministry of Health. The Ministry of 
Health is a proved and. efficient depart- 
ment with long experience of the housing 
requirements of the country, acquired at 
the cost of many years of success and 
failure, and it is the only competent body 
to be entrusted with such questions for the 
future. The Ministry of Planning has been 
entrusted with the replanning of the 
country. The duties of this Ministry 
should, as soon as practicable, revert to 
the Ministry of Health, which has been 
responsible in the past for dealing with 
town and country planning. All the 
Minister of Health requires is additional 
powers to enable him to dictate the policy 
of the country to Local Authorities. It is 
quite unnecessary to have set up a new 
department with little knowledge and no 
experience of town-planning matters.”’

UESTION MASTER: To- 
O night we are giving another 
of our technical series, so 
we have our anonymous expert 
again as our guest. Surrounding 
him are the resident members— 
Dr. Treat M. Roughly, Professor 
Noad-Hall and Captain Camp- 
stool. The first question comes 
from a machine-shop operative in 
Nether Fidget, Mr. Stanley Cotter- 
pin. ‘ Why,” he asks, “ is glass 
strengthened with wire netting ? ” 
Noad-Hall—will you begin ? 


Professor Noad-Hall: The 
question is, of course, ambiguous. 
It might mean “ Why does wire 
netting strengthen glass?” Two 
entirely different things. Wire 
netting strengthens glass, I should 
think, for precisely the same 
reason that a wire mesh reinforces 
concrete. By adding the tenuous 
strength of steel wire to the 
diffused adhesion of the glass 
particles, the wire helps to prevent 
shock or vibration splitting these 
particles apart. I imagine that 
wire netting is chosen for this 
purpose because it is most effi- 
cient, most economical, or both. 


Question Master : Dr. Roughly? 


Dr. Roughly : I have nothing to 
add to what Noad-Hall has said. 
It requires some clarification, of 
course. It seems evident to me 
that wire netting is used for 
strengthening glass simply be- 
cause experiment has shown this 
to be the most practical method 
of reinforcement. 


Professor Noad-Hall : You have 
abbreviated my remarks: you 
can hardly claim to have clarified 
them. 


Dr. Roughly: Twenty words’ 
are always clearer than two 
hundred. 


Question Master : 


Captain Campstool? You have 
something to say ? 
Captain Campstool: I don't 


know much about these things, 


Well, we— 
er—won’t stop now to count. 


but it seems reasonable that a 
product like glass, which is easily 
broken by uneven strain, would 
become much tougher when com- 
bined with anything like wire 
netting, which, I suppose, spreads 
the effect of strain. It’s sort of 
like the ropes to a bell tent, if 
you see what I mean. Get them 
pulling evenly and the tent stops 
up, even in a gale. 


Question Master: At least we 
hope it does. And what is the 
expert's view ? 


The Expert: Wire netting is 
put into glass because, as every- 
body knows, glass is apt to be 
broken and flying glass is danger- 
ous. Wire netting holds the 
fragments of a shattered pane 
together. Bombs have proved 
that. If a workman drops a 
hammer on a wired glass roof the 
glass is broken but does not fall 
down on the people below. The 
wire netting holds it in place, and 


- the hammer does not fall through. 


A burglar can cut the glass, but 
he can’t push the piece out. A 
smash-and-grab raider can break 
the glass on the cash counter, but 
he can’t grab the cash. Wired 
glass also prevents the spread of 
fire. The heat may crack the 
glass but the window does not 
fall out, so the flames cannot 
get through to the next room or 
the adjoining building. 


Question Master: There, Mr. 
Cotterpin, I hope you will now 
understand that wire netting is 
put into glass to enable it to 
break graciously. Now we pass on 
to the next question, from a 
Home Guard: Mr. Oldsweat of 
Much Lying. He asks, “‘ What is 
anti-fly glass ?”’ Campstool ? 


Captain Campstool : Well—all 
I can say is that I remember once, 


‘in a bar in Aden, coming across a 


drinking mug which had a tsetse 
fly embedded in the glass. We 
used to play practical jokes with 
jt upon squeamish tourists. 


Question Master: Noad-Hall ? 

Professor Noad-Hall : The term 
“ anti-fly ” glass is new to me, as © 
flies cannot get through glass any- 
way. It would seem that the 
term “anti-fly” is extraneous. 
It suggests that other types of 
glass are “ pro-fly,” which they 
obviously aren’t. 

Question Master: Roughly ? 

Dr. Roughly : Isn't it true that 
flies, like most sentient beings, are 
attracted by light ? This being so, 
the nearer to opaque a glass 


might be, the more certainly will 
it fail to attract flies. 


The Expert: If I may be 
allowed to cut in—the description 
“ anti-fly”’ glass is technical. 
It has an interesting story behind 
it. The proprietors of a jam fac- 
tory once asked Pilkington 


_ Brothers to instal some glass 


which would prevent rays of light 
coming in and disturbing the 
process of fermentation, which 
must take place before the jars 
are sealed. For this purpose, 
amber glass was used. Now, it 
was found that where there was 
amber glass, no flies appeared. 
So Pilkingtons conducted some 
separate fly-tests with saucers of 
beer placed under _ different 
coloured glasses. It was proved 
that flies disliked red glass most 
and - yellow next. They also 
avoided blue, but not so much 
as red and yellow. It was 
obviously not practical (on 
account of illumination) to use 
red as anti-fly glass, but yellow 
is used with great success in food 
factories, larders, storerooms and 
so forth. 


Question Master: Well—er— 
now we know the truth, straight 
from the lion’s mouth. For you 
will have gathered that our expert 
belongs to Pilkington Brothers 
Limited, the glass manufacturers 
of St. Helens, Lancashire. So 
that now, after 100 years of glass 
making, they are able to keep 
flies out of their beer. Adit. 
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" One-two-three
